London, England, Nov. 20—The Balkan war, 
which is ap- 


parently at an end, has been one of the shortest, bloodiest and 
most decisive wars in history. 


Since Montenegro opened hostilities on Octoher 4th and Bul- 


garia, Servia and Greece soon followed them, the Turks have not 
won a single engagement unless the defense of Constantinople is 
to he considered one. 
With the exception of Constantinople and 


a 30 mile square patch adjoining it every square foot of European 
Turkey has been captured. 


Estimates of the losses in the war place them at the following 


figures: 


.Turkey: 20,000 killed, 100,000 wounded. 
Bulgaria: 10,000 kille"d,-"'40,000 wounded. 
Servia: 3,500 killed, 16,500. wounded. 
Montenegro: 800 killed, 52,000 wounded. 
Greece: 3,000 killed; 2,200 wounded. 
Above the cost of maintainance of usual military establish- 


ments the warring states have spent $150,000.00 in the struggle 
exclusive to the injury to trade and property destruction.
